MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

for  1914. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  Fourteenth  Annual  Report 
dealing  with  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
District  during  1914. 

Certain  details  descriptive  of  the  sanitary  circumstances 
and  administration  will  this  year  be  omitted,  but  an  attempt 
will  be  made  to  record  the  work  done  and  any  changes  that 
have  been  brought  about. 

The  health  of  the  District,  as  far  as  it  can  be  gauged  from 
the  death  rates  and  the  prevalence  of  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases,  has  again  been  very  satisfactory.  It  is  true  that  there 
was  some  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  two  or  three  parts  of 
the  District,  but  Diphtheria  was  almost  absent.  In  order, 
however,  to  form  a true  estimate  of  the  healthiness  of  a district 
it  is  necessary  in  addition  to  have  statistics  of  all  forms  of 
sickness,  and  these  are  at  present  not  available. 

I estimate  the  population  of  the  District  at  the  middle  of 
1914  to  have  been  approximately  18,700,  an  increase  of  150 
over  that  of  the  previous  year.  There  was  a nett  increase  of 
71  new  dwellings,  but  to  be  deducted  from  these  are  at  least 
two  old  cottages  closed  by  the  owners. 
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The  number  of  new  houses  in  the  District  in  respect  of 
which  water  certificates  were  granted  during  last  year  was  81, 
of  which  57  were  cottages,  and  24  medium-sized  or  large 
dwelling  houses.  Ten  of  the  cottages  were  in  substitution  lor 
old  ones  on  the  same  site.  The  average  nett  increase  of  new 
cottages  during  the  preceding  six  years  was  50.  The  situation 
and  source  of  supply  is  shewn  below.

It  is  noticeable  that  only  three  of  the  new  houses  were 
dependent  on  wells  or  rain  water  for  their  supply. 

The  well  at  East  Horsley  is  a deep  one  and  yields  excellent 
water.  The  certificate  for  the  pair  of  cottages  at  West  Horsley, 
which  are  situated  on  the  Downs,  was  granted  on  condition 
that  the  rain  water  was  filtered  and  sufficient  storage  was 
provided — no  other  supply  being  available. 

B.—  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

DISTRICT. 

Water  Supply. 

There  has  been  no  fault  to  find  with  any  of  the  public 
supplies  during  the  year  with  the  exception  of  that  fgrnished 
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to  Godaiming  Rural  and  Compton  Parishes  by  the  Godaiming 
Corporation.  In  consequence  of  the  unusual  floods  in 
November,  some  of  their  wells  were  affected  and  the  general 
supply  curtailed  for  a short  time.  The  results  of  the  analysis 
of  the  other  supplies  shewed  that  in  three  of  them  the  floods 
had  also  brought  about  some  temporary  deterioration,  but  not 
to  a serious  degree. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  matter  of  the  prevention  of  floods 
in  the  Wey  Valley  will  soon  be  seriously  taken  in  hand  by 
some  legally  constituted  body,  as,  apart  fiom  the  general 
detrimental  effects  on  health,  the  floods  are  responsible  for  the 
pollution  of  water  supplies,  which  may  at  any  time  bring  about 
serious  epidemics. 

The  Woking  Water  Company,  whose  area  of  supply  includes 
all  the  northern  half  of  the  District,  made  the  following 
extensions  of  mains  during  1914

The  Company’s  supply  was  laid  on  to  eleven  premises 
previously  supplied  from  wells. 

The  extension  of  the  mains  to  Pink’s  Hill,  which  had  been 
delayed  in  consequence  of  what  was  considered  the  excessive 
demand  of  the  lord  of  the  manor  for  ^33  as  way-leave  across 
the  Common,  was  carried  out  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
Council’s  offer  of  ^15  for  the  way-leave  having  been  accepted. 

The  extension  to  Gunner’s  Bridge,  Worplesdon,  arranged  in 
the  previous  year,  was  also  carried  out. 
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Both  the  above  extensions  were  made  under  guarantee  by 
the  Council,  and  in  consequence  of  the  previous  well  supplies 
having  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  on  analysis. 

Negotiations  were  opened  with  the  Company  for  an  extension 
of  their  mains  to  the  small  village  of  ^Wisley ; the  analyses 
of  the  well  waters  having  proved  that  they  were  nearly  all 
polluted.  The  need  for  the  extension  is  all  the  more  urgent 
as  the  Horticultural  Society  are  building  six  cottages  in  the 
vicinity  for  their  employees,  and  have  been  unable  to  find  good 
water  by  trial  boring  on  the  site.

1'hese  persons  have  given  less  trouble  than  usual  last  year, 
and  fewer  complaints  have  been  received.  This  is  mainly  due 
to  stricter  supervision  over  Commons  and  roadside  wastes  by 
the  officials  of  the  lords  of  the  manors  and  by  the  police. 
'There  are  no  large  encampments  in  the  districts,  but  it  is 
surprising  to  learn  from  the  Census  returns  for  the  District 
that  no  fewer  than  336  persons  (215  males  and  121  females) 
lived  in  barns,  sheds,  caravans,  tents,  or  in  the  open-air  in 
April,  19 1 1.  The  largest  numbers  were  in  Shere  94,  West 
Horsley  74,  Worplesdon  62,  Send  and  Ripley  3r.

Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  The  only  complaint  received  was  an 
intimation  from  the  Woking  Urban  District  Council  that  a 
sample  of  milk  sold  in  their  District,  but  derived  from  the 
Rural  District,  had  been  shewn  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli.  It 
was  found  that  this  particular  milk  vendor  obtained  his  supply 
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from  three  sources  in  this  district,  and  the  Council  decided  to 
instruct  Mr.  J.  H.  Shepherd,  F.R.C.V.S.,  to  examine  the  three 
herds.  He  found  two  slightly  suspicious  cows,  but  an 
examination  of  their  milk  gave  negative  results.  Further 
samples  of  the  mixed  supply,  taken  by  the  Woking  Council  a 
few  weeks  later,  failed  to  shew  the  presence  of  any  tubercle 
bacilli.  This  result  may  be  accounted  for  either  by  the 
possibility  that  the  farmers  had  disposed  of  a tuberculous  cow 
in  the  meantime,  or  that  the  discharge  of  the  bacilli  from  an 
infected  animal  had  been  intermittent. 


Tuberculosis  Order  of  1913. 

This  Order  was  suspended  on  the  outbreak  of  the  War. 
During  the  previous  part  of  the  year  copies  of  three  reports 
relating  to  three  cows  in  milk,  made  by  their  Veterinary 
Inspector  (Mr.  J.  H.  Shepherd,  F.R.C.V.S.),  were  received 
from  the  County  Council  under  Article  IV.  (5)  of  the  Order. 

All  three  were  reported  as  suspected  by  the  owner — two  of 
tuberculosis  with  emaciation  and  one  of  tuberculosis  of  the 
udder.  Of  the  former,  neither  was  found  to  be  tuberculous, 
after  applying  the  tuberculin  test,  although  one  was  suffering 
from  Johnes’  disease,  which  resembles  tuberculosis  in  some 
respects.  In  the  udder  case,  numerous  bacilli  were  found  by 
Mr.  Shepherd  in  the  milk,  and  the  cow  was  thereupon  ordered 
to  be  destroyed. 

(b)  Other  Foods.  There  was  no  seizure  of  food  under 
Section  117  of  the  Public  Health  Act  last  year,  and  the  only 
food  submitted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  were  two  boxes  (50 
in  each)  of  cured  herrings,  which  he  found  unsound  and  had 

destroyed. 

(c)  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  The  local  authority 
under  these  Acts  is  the  County  Council,  and  the  Public 
Analyst  is  Mr.  E.  Hinks,  of  Guy’s  Hospital. 
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The  County  Medical  Officer  has  favoured  me  with  a list  of 
the  samples  taken  for  analysis  from  the  District  during  1914  :

* Six  of  the  ten  cottages  found  unfit,  which  are  at  West  Horsley, 
were  only  inspected  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
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It  should  he  explained  that  owing  to  the  great  scarcity  of 
cottages  in  the  District  no  formal  representations  to  the 
Council  of  houses  unfit  are  now  made  by  me  with  a view  to 
the  making  of  closing  orders,  unless  I consider  the  premises 
are  beyond  repair.  The  worst  cottages  are  mentioned  to  the 
Committee  in  the  Inspector’s  monthly  report  as  being  unfit  for 
habitation,  but  only  the  ordinary  steps  are  taken  to  effect  a 
remedy,  viz.,  by  the  service  of  preliminary  and  statutory- 
notices  under  the  Nuisance  Section  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875.  These  statutory  notices,  however,  contain  an  intimation 
that  the  question  of  closure  will  be  considered  if  the  houses 
are  not  made  habitable. 

The  four  cottages  closed  by  order  of  the  Council  were  at 
Eashing.  They  were  a very  old  block  of  four,  without  any 
back  doors  or  any  ground  attached,  the  front  doors  opening  on 
to  the  road.  Two  of  the  cottages  had  sculleries  without  any 
windows  owing  to  the  presence  of  a stable  at  the  back.  The 
closets  are  placed  in  a distant  garden  approached  through  the 
main  road.  All  the  four  rooms  in  the  cottages  are  very  small. 
The  owner  has  so  far  made  no  attempt  to  put  them  into 
repair. 

The  pair  of  cottages  voluntarily  closed  by  the  owner  were  at 
Upper  Street,  Shere. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  continued  his  systematic  inspections 
of  the  District  by  inspecting  last  year  the  Parishes  of  Wisley, 
East  Horsley,  and  the  greater  part  of  West  Horsley. 

The  advantages  as  well  as  the  disadvantages  of  systematic 
inspections  of  whole  parishes  at  a time  have  been  brought  out 
by  the  Inspector’s  work.  It  ensures  the  inspection  of  cottages 
in  out-of-the-way  places,  which  in  the  absence  of  complaints 
might  otherwise  escape  notice,  and  it  economises  the 
Inspector’s  time  by  concentrating  for  the  time  being  in  one 
parish  the  work  of  inspection  and  also  of  re-inspection.  On 


Ihc  other  hand,  it  has  been  found  that  in  the  case  of  parishes 
where  most  of  the  cottages  belong  to  one  estate  the  amount 
of  work  required  to  be  done  is  so  considerable  that  great 
delay  has  occurred  in  carrying  it  out.  It  has  apparently  not 
been  realised  that  the  arrears  into  which  necessary  repairs  had 
fallen  might  be  considered  to  entail  the  obligation  to  employ 
a sufficient  number  of  additional  men  to  ensure  the  work 
being  executed  in  a reasonable  time. 

In  the  Parish  of  Send. and  Ripley,  where  the  cottages 
belong  to  many  owners,  considerable  delay  was  also  experienced 
in  getting  the  requirements  of  the  notices  carried  out.  The 
excuse  urged  here  was  that  the  resources  of  the  parish  as 
regards  builders,  etc,,  were  quite  inadequate  to  cope  with  the 
amount  of  work. 

It  would  almost  seem  preferable  that  the  Inspector  should 
distribute  his  inspections  over  three  or  four  of  the  remaining 
parishes,  taking  the  houses  in  successive  groups. 

The  number  of  cottages  inspected  last  year  (238)  was 
considerably  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year  (523).  The 
figures  for  19 11  and  1912  were  288  and  172  respectively. 
The  large  number  inspected  in  1913  is  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  the  clerical  work  involved  was  to  a great  extent 
deferred  until  the  inspections  were  finished,  which  meant  that 
the  entering  up  of  records  and  service  of  notices  were  not 
completed  until  the  following  year. 

The  question  of  the  sufficiency  of  housing  accommodation 
for  the  working  classes  was  again  much  before  the  Council 
during  the  year.  Following  on  the  resolution  of  the  Send  and 
Ripley  Parish  Council,  passed  in  the  previous  December, 
urging  the  District  Council  to  prepare  a scheme  under  Part  III. 
of  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  a letter  was 
received  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  in  January,  for- 
warding for  the  information  of  the  District  Council  a copy  of 
a formal  complaint  under  Section  10  of  the  Housing  and 
Town  Planning  Act  with  respect  to  Send  and  Ripley;  also  a 
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copy  of  a further  complaint  under  the  same  Section  so  far  as 
regarded  the  Send  Ward  of  the  Parish. 

The  question  of  action  by  the  Council  was  deferred  on 
account  of  an  undertaking  by  Mary,  Countess  of  Lovelace,  to 
erect  six  cottages  at  Ripley  to  be  let  at  the  lowest  economic 
rent,  probably  from  4/-  to  5/-  a week;  and,  also,  that  she  would 
also  be  prepared,  if  it  could  be  shewn  that  there  was  sufficient 
demand,  to  sell  land  for  the  erection  of  working-class  dwellings 
to  a properly  constituted  Tenants’  Co-partnership  Society. 
There  was  a stipulation  that  if  there  was  to  be  any  building 
by  Public  Authorities  under  compulsory  powers  both  the 
above  proposals  would  fall  to  the  ground.  In  view  also  of 
this  undertaking  the  Send  and  Ripley  Parish  Council  asked 
the  Local  Government  Board  to  defer  any  public  enquiry. 
The  six  cottages  were  erected  and  were  ready  for  occupation 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  They  were  to  be  let  at  5/-  and  rates. 

The  Royal  Horticultural  Society  were  also  approached  by 
the  District  Council,  with  a view  to  their  building  cottages  at 
Wisley  for  such  of  their  employees  as  had  to  live  at  Ripley, 
Ockham,  etc.  The  Society  undertook  to  build  six  cottages, 
but  a regrettable  delay  has  occurred  owing  to  difficulties 
experienced  with  the  Woking  Water  Company  in  arranging  for 
an  extension  of  the  mains  into  the  Parish.  The  cottages  are 
now  in  course  of  erection,  and  are  expected  to  be  ready  by  the 
middle  of  this  year  (1915). 

The  scarcity  of  cottages  at  Send  may  possibly  be  somewhat 
relieved  when  the  24  cottages  proposed  to  be  erected  by  the 
Woking  Urban  Council  at  Woking  Village,  which  is  contiguous 
to  Send,  are  ready  for  occupation.  A good  proportion  of  the 
present  occupants  of  the  Sen,d  cottages  work  in  Woking. 

The  only  other  Parish  in  which  a movement  has  taken  place 
to  supply  the  admitted  deficiency  of  cottages  is  Shere,  where  a 
Building  Society  was  foimed  for  the  erection  of  working-class 
dwellings — four  of  which  have  already  been  erected  and  let  at 
4/6  and  rates. 
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The  Council,  in  April,  agreed  to  the  principle  of  building 
cottages  for  their  own  workmen,  and  a Special  Committee  was 
appointed  in  May  to  prepare  a scheme.  Such  a scheme  was 
subsequently  outlined  in  September,  which  provided  for  the 
erection  of  31  cottages  in  various  parts  of  the  District. 

The  Special  Housing  Committee  also  addressed  a letter 
to  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  Parishes  mentioned  in 
Dr.  Manby’s  report  as  being  in  need  of  additional  housing 
accommodation,  so  as  to  give  them,  as  employers  of  labour,  an 
opportunity  of  considering  whether  the  matter  could  be 
regarded  as  a personal  one  to  them.  The  response  to  this 
appeal,  however,  was  very  disappointing. 

The  Housing  Committee,  in  May,  directed  enquiries  to  be 
made  of  the  Assistant  Overseers  of  all  the  parishes  in  the 
District  as  to  the  number  of  vacant  houses  in  their  parishes, 
suitable  for  persons  of  the  working-classes,  and  in  all  respects 
reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation,  and  the  members  of  the 
Council  were  also  asked  to  supply  me  with  the  names  of  any 
cottages  they  knew  to  be  vacant  in  their  respective  parishes. 
I visited  all  the  cottages  reported  as  empty,  and  found  that 
only  two  were  in  habitable  condition  and  available  for  any 
respectable  tenant  that  might  apply.  The  majority  were 
cottages  on  farms  or  lodges  reserved  for  employees ; one  was 
undergoing  repairs,  and  the  others  were  badly  out  of  repair. 
The  two  good  empty  cottages  were  at  West  Horsley— one  of 
the  only  two  parishes  in  the  District  where  cottage  building 
has  taken  place  on  any  scale  in  recent  years, — and  one  of 
these  even  had  since  been  let. 

In  reply  to  a letter  from  the  Local  Government  Board  in 
November,  the  Council  wrote  to  the  effect  that  since  they 
came  to  a decision  to  build  cottages  in  the  District  for  men 
employed  by  them,  the  circumstances  had  so  changed  as 
regards  the  necessity  for  cottages,  the  cost  of  material,  etc., 
required  for  building  purposes,  and  the  high  rate  of  interest 
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which  it  would  be  necessary  to  pay  for  a loan,  that  it  was 
considered,  in  view  of  the  national  crisis,  a very  inopportune 
time  to  apply  for  a loan  for  a building  scheme.

(57  according  to  the  Local  Government  Board’s  standards 
of  air  space)  at  Woodbridge,  within  the  Borough  of  Guildford. 

The  population  of  the  area  served  (after  deducting  the 
number  of  inmates  of  Brookwood  Asylum  and  Inkerman  and 
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Stoughton  Barracks)  was,  according  to  the  1911  Census, 
73,086.

It  will  be  seen  that  a larger  number  of  cases  were  admitted 
last  year  than  in  any  previous  year.  This  was  chiefly  due 
to  an  epidemic  of  mild  scarlet  fever  at  Guildford  and  Godai- 
ming. Its  mildness  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  only  one 
death  occurred  among  nearly  twro  hundred  cases  admitted 
from  these  two  boroughs. 
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Only  four  cases  were  found  after  admission  not  to  be 
suffering  from  the  disease  for  which  they  were  sent  in 
(scarlet  fever  two,  diphtheria  two)  viz.,  one  from  Godaiming 

two  from  Guildford  and  one  from  Woking. 

% 

Four  deaths  occurred,  one  from  septic  scarlet  fever,  one 
from  diphtheria,  one  from  typhoid  fever  and  one  from 
pneumonia  following  septic  sore  throat. 

The  operation  of  tracheotomy  had  to  be  performed  on 
two  patients,  one  from  Godaiming  and  one,  aged  one  year 
and  nine  months,  from  Woking,  the  former  only  of  which 
recovered.  Another  child  from  Godaiming  had  the  operation 
performed  before  admission  and  recovered. 

The  average  stay  in  hospital  of  the  scarlet  fever  patients 
(excluding  fatal  and  doubtful  cases)  works  out  at  52  days 
as  compared  with  45  days  in  1913,  47  in  1912  and  51  in  1911 

The  average  stay  of  the  diphtheria  patients  was  43  days 
as  compared  with  37  in  1913,  42  in  1912  and  48  in  1911. 

The  number  of  “ return  cases  ” ( i.e . cases  admitted  from 
homes  within  a month  of  the  return  home  of  patients  from 
the  hospital)  was  nine ; all  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  The 
proportion  to  the  number  admitted  (3.3  per  cent.)  is  fairly 
satisfactory  in  view  of  the  pressure  on  the  hospital  accom- 
modation during  the  year.  One  of  the  infecting  patients 
had  been  in  hospital  18  weeks  and  another  11  weeks. 

The  motor  ambulance  has  been  of  the  greatest  possible 
service  in  the  expeditious  removal  of  cases  to  the  hospital 
and  it  would  have  been  very  difficult  to  cope  with  the  cases 
during  the  last  two  years  with  a horsed  vehicle. 

In  addition  to  the  removal  of  patients  the  motor  ambulance 
has  been  employed  in  removing  bedding  used  by  tuberculous 
cases,  which  has  added  considerably  to  the  work  of  steam 
disinfection  at  the  hospital.  In  addition,  requests  are  often 
received  for  the  removal  of  bedding  after  the  occurrence  of 
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other  diseases  such  as  cancer,  measles,  etc.  Disinfection 
after  measles  is  generally  held  to  be  quite  unnecessary  as 
there  is  no  evidence  that  the  infection  is  conveyed  by  bed- 
ding or  clothing.  As  to  cancer  there  is  no  evidence  that  it 
is  in  any  way  infectious,  and  disinfection  is  likely  if  anything 
to  be  harmful  as  it  may  have  the  effect  of  satisfying  the 
owner  that  the  bedding  is  thereby  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
quite  ready  for  further  use,  whatever  its  condition  may  have 
previously  been.  Obviously  all  that  takes  place  is  the  tem- 
porary sterilisation  of  the  bedding  and  if  these  have  been 
soiled  by  any  discharges  they  will  still  be  dirty  and  can  only 
be  properly  cleansed  by  taking  the  mattress  to  pieces  and 
washing  the  material. 

The  recommendations  I made  in  April  as  to  ths  replace- 
ment of  the  twTo  old  corrugated  iron  blocks  (which  are  no 
longer  weatherproof)  by  permanent  buildings  ; the  provision 
of  additional  scarlet  fever  beds,  the  addition  of  a verandah 
to  the  acute  scarlet  fever  block,  and  of  internal  partitions 
to  the  two  wards  in  the  latter  and  the  levelling  of  the  ground 
at  the  rear  for  a playground,  were  fully  considered.  It  was 
decided  to  erect  the  glass  partitions  at  once  and  these  have 
proved  very  useful.  It  was  also  decided  in  the  first  instance 
to  instruct  Mr.  J.  H.  Norris,  architect,  of  Godaiming,  to 
report  and  submit  estimates.  He  reported  that  the  iron 
diphtheria  blocks  would  require  about  £300  spent  on  them 
if  the  Board  decided  to  keep  them  in  use.  He  was  instructed 
to  prepare  plans  for  two  new  diphtheria  blocks,  for  an 
extension  of  one  of  the  scarlet  fever  blocks  and  the  erection 
of  the  verandah.  On  the  instructions  of  the  Board  an  inter- 
view was  sought  with  the  Local  Government  Board  and 
visits  paid  to  three  other  modern  hospitals  by  the  architect 
and  myself.  The  Hospital  Board,  however,  threw  out  the 
scheme  in  November  on  the  ground  that  new  blocks  were 
not  required  and  that  the  time  was  inopportune  for  the 
expenditure  of  money  on  new  buildings. 
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At  the  same  meeting  the  Board  favourably  considered  the 
proposal  of  the  War  Office  to  erect  a temporary  block  of 
22  beds  in  the  hospital  grounds  and  arrangements  to  this 
end  were  concluded  in  January  this  year  (1915). 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Board  will  at  any  rate  after  the 
present  crisis  is  ended  proceed  to  erect  at  least  one  permanent 
and  up-to-date  block  for  acute  diphtheria  cases,  for  I have 
no  hesitation  in  saying  that  there  is  at  the  present  time  no 
suitable  accommodation  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of 
these  cases.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  point  out  that  it  is 
even  more  essential  to  have  the  means  of  affording  the  best 
treatment  in  isolation  hospitals  than  in  general  hospitals, 
for  owing  to  the  infectious  nature  of  the  diseases  treated 
there  any  defects  may  react  on  the  health  of  the  general 
community  and  not  be  confined  to  the  individual  patients 

as  in  the  case  of  other  hospitals. 

In  consequence  of  the  offer  by  the  Surrey  Small  Pox 

Hospital  Committee  of  the  use  of  Clandon  Hospital  to  the 
War  Office  for  soldiers  invalided  from  the  front,  that  Com- 
mittee applied  to  the  Board  to  admit  sporadic  cases  of  small 
pox  that  might  occur  in  the  County  area  into  the  Board’s 
Whitmoor  Small  Pox  Hospital,  and  this  was  agreed  to.  No 
cases  were,  however,  admitted  during  the  year. 

(4)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work 
during  the  year. 

Fifty-six  samples  of  water  were  analysed  by  me  in  the 
Council’s  laboratory  during  the  year.  Of  these  45  were 
collected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  mostly  during  his  house-to- 
house  inspections  under  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act, 
and  nine  by  myself  from  the  mains  of  the  public  supplies, 
and  some  from  dairy  farms  on  registration.  Only  one  sample,  and 
that  of  rain  water,  was  analysed  with  a view  to  granting  the 
required  water  certificate  in  the  case  of  new  houses  under  the 
Public  Health  (Water)  Act.

The  samples  from  the  Companies’  mains,  and  those  samples 
in  which  the  chemical  results  were  inconclusive  were  subjected 
to  bacteriological  as  well  as  to  chemical  analysis. 

Pathological  Specimens.  The  number  of  specimens  sent  by 
medical  men  from  suspicious  cases  of  disease  was  36,  viz.,  27 
swabs  from  suspected  cases  of  diphtheria  (of  which  five  gave  a 
positive  result),  and  nine  specimens  of  sputum  from  suspected 
cases  of  phthisis  (four  being  positive). 

Rag  Flock  Act,  1911. 

Nine  samples  of  Rag  Flock  from  the  large  mill  at  Eashing 
were  collected  by  the  Inspector  for  examination  in  the  Labora- 
tory as  against  15  the  previous  year.  I found  that  most  shewed 
evidence  of  being  well  washed,  only  three  containing  as  much 
as  five  to  eight  parts  of  chlorine  per  100,000,  the  limit  allowed 
by  the  Regulations  being  30  parts  per  ioc,ooo. 

D.-  PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
ACUTE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  notified,  with  the  localities  in  which 
they  occurred  are  given  in  Table  II. 

There  was  very  little  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  other 
than  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  cases  were  confined  to  a few 
centres.  There  were  no  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Sixty-eight  cases  in  all  were  reported,  of  which  38  were 
removed  to  hospital. 

Six  cases  occurred  in  one  house  at  Gomshall,  the  illness 
having  been  so  mild  that  no  doctor  was  called  in  until  five 
children  were  affected. 

Twenty  cases  were  reported  from  Godaiming  Rural  parish, 
nearly  all  being  connected  with  the  outbreak  that  occurred  in 
Farncombe  and  Godaiming.  Twelve  of  the  cases  were  notified 
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from  George  Street,  the  first  three  having  been  infected  at 
Farncombe  School,  and  the  remainder  probably  by  contact  in 
the  street  or  in  neighbours  houses. 

Four  cases  occurred  in  Compton  in  the  first  week  in  October. 
The  infection  was  probably  introduced  from  London.  The 
school  was  closed  from  the  7th  to  the  23rd,  and  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  disinfected.  No  further  cases  were  reported. 

Eight  cases  in  six  houses  occurred  in  Ockham  also  in 
October.  No  definite  origin  could  be  found  here,  but  it  is 
probable  that  the  movements  of  families  that  occur  at  Michael- 
mas had  something  to  do  with  the  introduction  of  infection 
into  the  district.  I advised  the  closure  of  the  school,  after 
which  only  one  case  was  reported. 

On  visiting  the  school,  however,  on  its  reopening,  I found  a 
child  in  attendance  with  its  hands  peeling,  and  on  enquiring  at 
the  child’s  home  it  was  found  that  it  had  had  a mild  attack 
about  the  time  the  school  was  closed,  and  had  subsequently 
infected  two  other  children  living  near. 

Seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  three  of  Diphtheria  were 
reported  from  the  permanent  camps  in  Pirbright  parish,  and 
six  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  of  Diphtheria  from  the  temporary 
camp  at  Bullswater,  Pirbright.  All  these  cases  were  removed 
to  the  Aldershot  Military  Hospital. 

The  remainder  of  the  notified  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  of 
an  isolated  character. 


Diphtheria. 

Only  seven  cases  were  reported  in  the  whole  of  the  district, 
and  four  of  these  were  as  above  mentioned  in  the  Pirbright 
camps.  This  is  an  exceedingly  good  record. 

One  case  reported  in  April  was  interesting,  inasmuch  as  it 
appeared  to  be  a case  of  recrudescence  of  infection,  the  child 
having  been  notified  in  the  previous  November,  and  been 
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apparently  quite  well  and  attending  school  for  over  three 
months.  Of  the  other  cases,  one  was  a child  living  in  one  of 
the  new  cottages  on  Merrow  Common,  and  the  other  a school 
child  living  on  the  confines  of  Godaiming  Borough. 


Puerperal  Fever. 

Only  one  notification  was  received,  a midwife’s  case  at 
Pirbright. 


Non-Notifiable  Diseases. 

With  the  exception  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Chicken  Pox, 
the  district  was  fairly  free  from  the  above  class  of  disease. 
The  schools  at  West  Horsley  and  Down  Road,  Merrow,  were 
closed  on  account  of  Whooping  Cough  from  February  26th  to 
March  23rd,  and  from  November  6th  to  November  30th 
respectively. 

The  figures  for  the  previous  thirteen  years  are  given  below  for 
comparison.

E.—  PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Eleven  deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to  Phthisis, 
as  against  an  average  of  17  for  the  previous  13  years. 

Seventeen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified 
(of  which  six  died  during  the  year),  and  four  of  tuberculosis  of 
other  parts.  Of  the  latter  the  parts  affected  were  as  follows: 
glands  of  neck  1,  skin  1,  abdomen  2. 

The  ages  of  the  patients  are  given  in  table  II. 

Six  of  the  above  cases  of  Phthisis  received  treatment  at  a 
sanatorium  as  persons  insured  under  the  Insurance  Act.  Of 
the  other  insured  persons,  one  was  only  notified  after  sudden 
death  from  hoemorrhage,  one  died  at  home  soon  after  notifi- 
cation, one  was  treated  at  home  in  a shelter,  and  one  died  at 
the  County  Hospital. 

There  has  been  so  far  no  treatment  by  the  County  Council 
of  non-insured  persons  from  the  district,  but  the  District 
Council  have  undertaken  to  contribute  a part  of  the  expense 
of  treating  such  persons  when  the  complete  scheme  is  in 
operation. 

The  Insurance  Act  apparently  has  not  had  the  effect  of  in- 
ducing the  insured  persons  to  seek  medical  advice  at  the  first 
signs  of  illness.  One  often  hears  of  men  keeping  at  their  work 
until  literally  compelled  by  weakness  to  give  up,  when,  of 
course,  it  is  much  too  late  to  hope  for  a cure. 

The  steps  taken  on  notification  have  been  explained  in 
previous  reports.  The  treatment  of  actual  and  possible  cases 
of  tuberculosis  in  the  district  will  not  he  complete  until  the 
Dispensary  at  Guildford  is  open,  and  a Tuberculosis  Nurse  is 
at  work.  Premises  have  already  been  acquired  by  the  County 
Council  in  Farnham  Road,  Guildford,  for  the  purpose  and 
plans  approved  for  the  necessary  alterations. 
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Although  all  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  required  to  be  notified 
forthwith  on  the  medical  practitioners  becoming  aware  of  the 
nature  of  the  disease,  it  is  found  in  practice  that  considerable 
delay  often  occurs. 

When  insured  persons  are  admitted  to  a sanatorium  notice 
to  this  effect  is  at  once  sent  to  the  district  medical  officers  by 
the  County  Council,  but  in  the  case  of  non-insured  persons 
admitted  to  other  sanatoria  much  delay  often  occurs  in  noti- 
fying,  with  the  result  that  disinfection  of  the  bedding  and  rooms 
occupied  is  correspondingly  delayed. 

G.— MEANS  OF  PREVENTING  MORTALITY  IN 
CHILDBIRTH  AND  IN  INFANCY. 

The  administration  of  the  Midwives  Act  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  County  Council,  who  have  two  women  inspectors  acting 
under  the  directions  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  is  not  in  force  and  there  are 
no  Health  Visitors  appointed  by  the  Council. 

The  rate  of  infant  mortality,  61  per  1,000  births  is  very  low, 
although  not  so  favourable  as  in  the  previous  two  years.  The 
rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  was  93  per  1,000  births. 

In  1913  the  Rural  District  rate  (43)  was  the  second  lowest 
in  the  county. 

Details  of  the  infant  deaths  are  given  on  Table  IV. 


VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

(See  Tables  I — IV.) 

The  population  of  the  District  at  the  date  of  the  Census  in 
April  1911,  was  18,274,  and  the  population  at  the  middle  of 
last  year  may  be  estimated  for  statistical  purposes  to  have  been 
18,700,  an  increase  of  150  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 
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The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  District  was  339. 
The  Registrar-General  has  supplied  the  number  of  transferable 
births  (5)  which  have  taken  place  outside  the  District  but 
properly  belonging  to  the  District.  This  brings  the  births  up 
to  344,  which  gives  the  very  low  birth  rate  of  i8‘4  per  1,000 
population,  which,  with  the  exception  of  that  of  1913  (17*4)^ 
is  probably  the  lowest  yet  recorded  for  the  District.  The 
average  for  the  previous  live  years  was  19'©. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  was  149. 
To  these  must  be  added  49  deaths  of  residents  which  have 
occurred  elsewhere,  and  from  them  must  be  deducted  9 deaths 
of  non-residents,  bringing  the  total  up  to  189  as  against  173  in 
1913,  and  164  in  1912.  This  gives  the  low  nett  death  rate  of 
io'i  per  1,000  as  against  9^3  the  previous  year,  and  an  average 
of  io’4  for  the  previous  five  years.  'The  death  rate  for  the 
Borough  of  Guildford  last  year  was  11*3  per  1,000. 

The  infant  mortality  only  amounted  to  the  low  figure  of  61 
per  1,000  births,  compared  with  93  for  Rural  England  and 
Wales.  The  low  rate  was  mainly  due  to  the  diminished  preva- 
lence of  diarrhoeal  diseases  during  the  summer  months,  only 
three  deaths  having  been  recorded  from  this  cause. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  the  common  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year. 

The  three  deaths  from  infantile  diarrhoea,  however,  make  a 
death  rate  from  the  seven  principal  epidemic  diseases  of  *16  per 
1. 000  population. 

Cancer  was  the  cause  of  16  deaths,  practically  the  same  as 
the  average  for  the  previous  10  years. 

The  death  returns  do  not  indicate  any  undue  prevalence  of 
other  fatal  diseases.

Billeting  of  Troops  and  Camp  Sanitation. 

No  notices  as  to  proposed  billeting  of  troops  in  the  district 
were  received  from  the  County  Police.  An  intimation  was 
received  from  the  Local  Government  Board  at  the  end  of 
December  that  troops  were  about  to  be  billeted  in  houses  and 
public  halls  in  Albury  and  Shere,  and  in  consequence  of  which 
I inspected  the  halls  and  empty  houses  with  the  police.  The 
order  was,  however,  countermanded  owing  to  alteration  of 
plans. 

The  only  temporary  camps  established  in  the  district  was  one 
at  Bulswater  Common,  Pirbright,  which  was  in  use  until  late 
in  November,  and  one  at  Stringer's  and  Whitmoor  Commons, 
Worplesdon,  which  was  in  use  for  only  a few  weeks. 

I visited  Bulswater  Camp  to  confer  with  the  Medical  and 
Sanitary  Officers  on  several  occasions,  and  made  suggestions 
as  to  the  disposal  of  the  waste  water,  etc.  As,  however,  the 
Camp  was  only  temporary,  there  appeared  to  be  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  executing  any  works  of  filtration,  etc.  A man  was 
employed  to  clean  out  the  ditches  and  to  keep  the  channels 
clear,  so  that  anything  like  a serious  nuisance  was  avoided. 

Seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  of  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  Camp,  the  patients  being  removed  to  Aldershot.
